Their sole help has 
been from their physician, who has 
been charging nothing for his services, 
and from the Wesley House, a mission 
institution which has done its best 
for them.

Racing with a vestibule train going 
at a high rate of speed, Ed Henderson, 
aged 20; Robert George, aged 22; Camp- 
bell Smith, aged 19, and Edgar Nichols, 
aged 20; Robert George, ageq 22 and 
Campbell Smith, aged 19, were hurled 
out of am automobile high into the air 
yesterday afternoon on the Marietta 
road, when the car buried its nose in 
an embankment, but as they alighted 
in soft earth their injuries were slight.

The party left Marietta early in the 
afternoon in Nichol’s 40-horse power 
Chalmers car, which he had recently 
purchased.

As to When Peace Is Actually 
Restored, Diaz Reserves the | 
Right to Be the Judge--He © 
Does Not Propose to Quit 
While the Country Is at War, 
and He Will Not Yield to 


Mexico City, May 7.—<General Porfle 
rio Diaz tonight issued a manifesto te 
the people of Mexico, declaring his in- 
tention to resign the presidency as. 
soon as peace is restored, 

In this manner the president has 
virtually acceded. to the demands of 
Francisco I. Madero that He make an- 
nouncement of such intention. 

As to when peace is actually re- 
stored, Genera! Diaz reserves the right 
to be the judge. In the words of the 


manifesto, it will be “when, according 


to the dictates of my conscience, I am 
sure that my resignation will not be 
followed by anarchy.” 

He Won't Resign During War. 

The president declared that his de-~ 
termination not to relinquish the pree- 
idency at this time was not due to 
vanity or love of power, because, as 
he pointed out, power at this time 
had no attraction, accompanied, as 
is, by tremendous responsibilities and 
worries. He said he was prompted 
solely by a desire to conserve the best 
interests of his country.’ 

The president made it clear that he 
does not propose to abandon the prest- 
dency while his country is at war, and. 
that he would not do so at any time. 
under compulsion. 

President Diaz's 
made public tomorrow mofning, but it 
will not be sent officially to J 
Carbajél for. formal transmission te 
Dr. Vasquez Gomez. 


Promise Made to the People. 

The . promise of the president is 
made to the people 6f Mexico and its 
regeipt by .the rovetutiqniats bes be 
identical. 

That it will be sent to them.immedi- 
ately, however, by private individuals, 
and that it will be regarded as entire- 
ly satisfactory by them, is taken for 
granted. 

It was at a cabinet meeting this aft- 
ernoon that General Diaz announced 
to his ministers his decision. For two 
hours and a. half they discussed the 
terms of the manifesto, and at the 
conclusion of the meeting there re- 
mained nothing to do but to secure its 
official promulgation, 

Only in a general way does the man- 
ifesto refer to the revolution. 

Madere Accused of Bad Faith. 

The government’s position is that 
General Diaz could not have made a 
public statement at an earlier moment, 
and it is indicated that the revolu- ~ 
tionists failed to observe the amenities 
of the peace negotiations by making 
them public. 

Officially, it was stated tonight that 
Madero and his advisers were guilty 
of betraying an agreement by inject- 
ing into the conference either secretly 
Or openly the question of the presi- 
dent’s resignation. It was declared 
that it had been agreed to in. confi- 
dence that this point should not be 
permitted to become an issue. 

Prefacing the declaration of his will 
lingness to retire, the president dis- 
cussed the political conditions of the 
country and the efforts that have been 
made by the government to establish | 
peace. He called attention to the 
progress already made.in the direction 
of adopting the anti-re-election law, 
and declared that the project of the 
reform of the electoral laws and of 
the judiciary were being studied. 

Diaz Fears Anarchy. 

Regarding the point upon which the 
rupture of negotiations occurred, the” 
manifesto declared that compliartce 
with the demand for Dtaz’s resigna- 
tion could not be entertained, for the 
reason that his immediate resignation 
would doubtless precipitate a condi- 
tion of anarchy throughout the coun- 
try, while, on the other hand, if his 
retirement was fixed for a future data 
the government would not have suffi- 
ciént stability to assure the return of 
normal conditions pending the selec- 
tion of a new executive. 

In concluding, General Diaz appealed 
to the patriotism of the people, calling 
upon them to act together for the

“The triumph of the revolution’ was 
the phrase most heard, but _§ inter- 
mingled with the noisy chatter at the 
Madero headquarters was many a word 
of praise for General Ddaz. 

Rebel Troops Marching. 

When the news of General Diaz's de- 
Cigion reached Madero his forces were 
retiring in obedience to orders of the 
rebel leader, who, fearing complications 
with the United States, had resolved to 
withdraw all revolutionists from the 
frontier and to march south, Mexico 
City being the objective. 

General Madero, in a manifesto to 
his army, cited the Douglas, Ariz., in- 
cidents and said whfle the taking of 
Juarez might be an immense military 
advantage, it would bring about com- 
Plications with a nation which “has 
always given us proofs of its friend- 
ship” and with whom an internation-

As Fighting? 


- Many Democrats Seem~to Think 
Wickersham Is Not in Earn- 
est in Fighting Trusts, and 
Attorney General Will Be 
Asked to Explain. 


By John Cofrigan, Jr. 

Washington, May 1.-——(Special.)— 
Among the resolutions to be passed 
by the house in the near future, in 
accordance with the announced pol- 
fey of the democrats of the body to 
probe every branch of the govern- 
ment service and every detail of gov- 
ermmental activity, will be one call- 
ing upon the department of justice 
for all information in its possession 
relative to prosecutions under the 
anti-trust law. Many members of the 
majority party in congréss seem _ to 
entertain the idea that the suits 
@gainst trusts and monopolies, rail- 
roads, combinations in restraint of 
trade and the like, which were insti- 
tuted under the Roosvelt and Taft 
administrations, have been in reality 
merely sham battles, which, while 
making a lot of noise, never resulted 
in a fatality or led to serious conse- 
quences to the offenders, corporate 
and individual. 

This sentiment in the house is so 
pronounced that it has been decided 
to call on Attorney General Wicker- 
sham for a report covering this sub- 
ject in detail, demanding information 
not only with regard to those suits 
instituted under the anti-trust law 
which are of legal record and many 
of which are still pending, but also 
with respect to prosecutions contem- 
plated as a result of investigations 
made by the department of justice, 
but which, for one reason or another, 
Were never carried to the logical ju- 
dicial conclusions. 

What Will Wickersham Dot 

The attorney general may or may 
not respond to this resolution with 
frankness and freedom. If he doesn't 
care to produce the information de- 
manded and falls back on the argu- 
ment that the publication of the se- 
erets of the department of justice 
might prove inimical to the govern- 
ment’s campaign against strangling 
monopoly, there,is no way, other than 
by resorting to more unpleasantness 
than the majority party in the house 
could be induced to. stand for, by 
which the answer qguid be wrung out 
of him. But the democratic leaders 
are hoping that he -will prove more 
complaisant, now that they are in 
control, than was the case a year or 
s0 ago when Mr. Stanley, then as now 
breathing vengeance against the 
United States Steel Corporation, tried 
to extract information from the de- 
partment. He didn’t succeed in get- 
ting what he wanted. He received 
words—qZantities of words—which he 
waded through and cast aside unsat- 
isfied. He wanted facts, and, he says, 
facts happened to be the one com- 
modity in which the department was 
not just then dealing. But now the 
democrats of the house want not only 
the facts about the steel trust and 
why it has not been actively prose- 
cuted, but comcerning all other mono- 
polies as well, those against which 
proceedings have been instituted and 
those which up to the present time 
have remained undisturbed in the 
pleasant shade of unquisitorial im- 
munity. 

On Democratic Calendar of Crimes. 

On the democratic calendar of 
crimes against the people are in- 
seribed the names of gq vastly greater 
number of so-called trusts and mono- 
polies than have received the atten- 
tion of the department of justice.

In no country is there a more 
eager desire than in the United States for the selection of some one issue and a 
settlement of it as the preliminary to attacking the next most important thing. 
There are at least as Many campaigns in the freeing of trade as there were in 
the production of prosperity by taxation. The battles of the polls in the imme- 
diate future will be between the taxers and the untaxers. The issue has been 
ripe since the days of McKinley and Garfield. Taft alone made it his own. 


Look where you will in civilization and these statements are 
borne out. 

In America, the revolt "against politics, as politics, is empha- 
sized—everywhere—except in Georgia.

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CITY HALL 
NOW OWNED BY CITY AGAIN 


Since the city attorney has decided 
that the sessions of the genéral coun- 
cil of Atlanta cannot be held at the 
new city hall until that property is 
ceded back to the city by the United 
States government, the Manner in 
which the national governmeng secur- 
fed power and authority over the prop- 
erty will prove interesting. 

The site on which is located the 
new city hall, which was formerly 
the old postoffice, was owned just 
after the war by the late Dr. Willis 
Westmoreland, his old home being 1o- 
cated on the block bounded by Mari- 
etta, Forsyth, Walton and Fairlie 
streets. In order to get a new post- 
office building the city of Atlanta 
purchased from Dr. Westmoreland the 
property on which the new city hafl 
is now located. The price paid was 
$50,000. Dr. Westmoreland moved his 
home to the northwest corner of Mari- 
etta and Fairlie streets; where is now 
rt the electric and gas build- 
ng. 
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thereon, upon the condition afore- 
said, and hereby pledges the faith of 
the state for the exemption of said 
property from all state, county and 
municipal taxes, so long as used by 
the United States for governmental 
purposes.”’ ‘ 

On February 27, 1875, the state leg- 
islature by resolution authorizea the 
city of Atlanta to make a deed of 
the property to the United States gov- 
ernment. 

When Atlanta formally made a deed 
for the property to the United States 
government gil police power so far as 
the city was concerned was forfeited. 
The site became the domain of the na- 
tional government and as such the 
city of Atlanta could no longer ex- 
ercise over it any power or authority. — 
For this reason the city cannot pass 
any laws on this territory until the 
land has been formally ceded back to 
Atlanta by a resolution of congress. 

Where No Arrests Can Be Made. 

It is the opinion of many lawyers 
that Atlanta cannot now make any 
arrests in the new postoffice or in the 
old postoffice, and neither has the city 
any police jurisdiction on the grounds 
of the state capitol or in the build- 
ing. 

It seems that unless congress gives 
back to Atlanta police power at the 
old postoftice the police of Atlanta 
will have no authority in that build- 
ing for the same reason that the gen- 
eral council cannot pass any laws 
there. 


Resolution by Legislature. 

On February 13, 1873, the legisla- 
ture of Georgia, in order that the city 
of Atlanta might legally transfer the 
property to the national government, 
adopted the following resolution: 

“Resolved, that the state of Geor- 
gia hereby gives her assent to the 
acquisition of ground by the United 
States necessary for that purpose and 
for the erection of said buildings 


ALDINE CHAMBERS EXPLAINS

The same is true of the Proc- 
tor creek disposal plant and Fulton 
county is building the intercepting 
sewer on this line. 

“The contracts have been let for 
the Intrenchment creek disposal plant 
and two sections of the intercepting 
sewer and work is actually being 
done on these jobs. 

“The White City lateral trunk 
sewer has been completed, and the 
Carter street lateral trunk sewer has 
been completed. The Loyd street re- 
lief sewer is nearing completion. 

“All these jobs are being pushed 
rapidly by the chief of construction, 
Captain R. M. Clayton, and his effi- 
clent corps of engimeers, headed by 
Mr. W. A. Hansell, dr., and includ- 
ing Messrs. J. P. Wey, Knox T. Thom- 
as and K. W. Brittain. 

“In addition to this work, there 
hae been five miles of lateral sewers 
constructeg this year under the same 
department under the supervision of 
Messrs. J. C. Cothran, McDonald Law- 
rence.and Clarke Donaldson.”

Recommendations to Housekeepers. 

At the last meeting of the Second 
Ward Club many excellent recommen- 
dations were made. 

Mrs. Walter L. Parker, 
the complaint committee, reported: 
There is a custom for a number of 
people to sweep trash, leaves and grass 
clippings into the street when cleaning 
up frequently after the trash carts 
have passed for the day. This necessi- 
tates more attention to the streets. We 
Suggest that people should be cau- 
tioned through the daily press, also 
notified by the inspectors just what 
days these trash carts pass, so people 
who have no alleys may place their 
cans or covered barrels in readiness to 
be emptied. 

It is also true in the outlying dis- 
tricts, where soda water and ice cream 
are disposed of, that wagon drivers 
will dump the contents of their tubs 
and cans in the street. We would re- 
quest the co-operation of the store- 


chairman of 
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district. There is one only in Oakland 
City, about 2 iniles from us, and a 
few children attend Ira, West Iind 
and Peeples street school, and most of 
them do not attend any. 

“Then we have the large 
sewer which opens at Mary 
with all the connecting sewers 
West End and other parts in the vi- 
cinity, -bringing all the refuse and 
putrid matter and leaving it along the 
banks, 2,800 feet, or seven blocks, four 
of which are’ in the tenth ward. Then 
the vile stream turns, crosses McDan- 
iel street and sails around in the 
second ward to the belt railway. 

A Sewer Creek. 

Yesterday [| walked with a club mem- 
ber down Arthur street, three blocks 
from Stewart avenue, and crossed the 
land through which flows the sewer 
creek. I saw fourteen cows grazing 
along the side of the putrid stream and 
some of them were tfed just at its 
bank, so they were obliged to drink 
that awfwtl stuff, if they drank at all, 
and I haven’t a doubt but the milk 
from some or all of the fourteen head 
of cattle is sold in our clean and sani- 
tary city. I stopped and asked one of 
the residents of McDaniel street if the 
women used the sewer water for wash- 
ing, as the soap factory turns its re- 
fuse into it. [ was answered that, 
“Soap sometimes came down and was 
fished out, but could not be used to 
much advantage.” 

Th¢@ soapy,- dirty wash water was 
running in little streams from every 
back yard into the street, no sewer to 
catch it, and it was trying to find the 
larger stream. The odor was extremely 
offensive. We walked across Amy 
street bridge and one block up Amy 
street to Smith street, and I think if 
anyone wished to find a disreputable 
house, one could be found in that spot, 
from the appearance of the inmates— 
ail white people. ‘i 

One block further on Amy street to 
Garibaldi, we came to the famous 
dumping ground. “ver since our club 
came into existence complaint after 
complaint has come to me and an ap- 
peal to the council did not in any way 
abate the nuisance, and repeated com- 
plaints to the sanitary department had 
no effect. We found at the dumping 
ground eight people poking over the 
rubbish. There is an old darky named 
Solomon Vincent, who gets $4 per week 
to help sort the stuff. A junk man had 
just gotten twenty-four jute sacks of 
trash from that filthy pile and he told 
me he was going to sell it on Decatur 
street. Twenty hogs or more. were 
rooting over the filth. Bread picked 
from the trash was used to feed a num- 
ber of poultry. raising stocks. Flies, 
flies, millions upon millions of flies in 
that dump pile of filth and decay. 

At the conclusion of the meeting 
Mrs. W. P. Smith read an interesting 
und instructive article on “The Deadly 
Housefly.” 

Mrs. J. H. Bradfield, chairman of 
program committee, announced the sub- 
ject for discussion for the June meet- 
ing. “The Common Drinking Cup.” 

The president congratulated the club 
on receiving the prize from the cham- 
ber of commerce for the best all-round 
report of conditions in the ward, of 
work done and work planned.

Mrs. Anisden read.letters at the club 
meeting which demonstrated the inter- 
est inspired by the Atlanta civic clubs, 
these letters asking for information 
and from interested women in Brockton, 
Ga.; Pelham, Ga., and Ashland, Ky. 


Care of Refrigerator. 

Ice should be rinsed off with water 
before Being placed in the refrigerator. 
The reason for this is that often the 
carriers in handling the ice will let it 
drop in the street or on sidewalks, and 
dirt will often cling to the piece, and 
this condition would not be sanitary if 
placed in your box. 

Milk bottles should be covered with 
stoppers that no odors can penetrate to 
the milk. 

Cooked vegetabies that have a strong 
odor should never be placed in the ice 
box—such as cold cabbage, onions, etc. 

Butter will keep sweeter and better 
in a stone jar than in china or glass 
dishes, and should be covered with 
Oiled paper. 

Baking soda poured into hot water 
will clean the drain pipe easily. 

No careful hous2kceper should leave 
tha cleaning of her refrigerator entire- 
ly to her servants unless they have 
been well trained. Many a case of 
typhoid fever is traceable to the in- 
sanitary cordition of the refrigerator. 

Once a week is ample to thoroughly 
cleanse the box, providing the ice is 
clean when placed in the refrigerator. 

Water is a colorless, inodorous, trans- 
parent fluid, perfectly pure, and I may 
add, tasteless. 

Nature caters te no one man’s whims: 
but things are created for the good of 
all mankind; hence water is not only 
for use for the inner man or beast, but 
for outer purposes, as we realize that 
not a living thing, not a blade of grass, 
not a flower, nor a stalk of corn can 
live without water, we comprehend why 
so much of it Is around us. It is for 
our use, and, as such is the case, then 
let us use it freely. °

Dr. Moore enthusiastically recounted 
the important part played by the Prés- 
byterian church, and by followers of 
that faith in the progress of human 
freedom, and particularly in the forma- 
tion of the government of our own 
land. Dr. Moore expressed much satis- 
faction because of the increasing tol- 
erance and harmony between the va- 
rious sects.
